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SUMMARY OF DEATHS. 


The whole number of deaths recorded, including still births, is 
one hundred and forty-nine (four more than in 1884)—75 males ; 
84 females. Thirty.four of the number were under one year old; 
thirty-two lived to be over seventy years; nine lived to be over 
eighty years; five to be over eighty-five years, and one lived to 
attain the age of ninety-two years and six days. 

The average age of the deceased during the year is found to be - 
34 years, 10 months and 23 days. This is nearly three and a 
half years less than the average age attained in 1884. 

The death rate is found to be 18.8 persons to every 1000 in- 
habitants. 


LICENSES. 


During the year 1885, three hundred and ninety-one dogs 
have been licensed, which is the largest number ever licensed in 
any one year, for which I received nine hundred seventeen dollars 
($917), which sum less my fees for licensing, I have paid to the 
County Treasurer, the greater part of which will be returned to 
the town, and may be used for schools or the library as the town 
may elect.

REMARKS BY THE SELECTMEN. 


As for several years past, the system of giving to each 
department the exclusive control of their respective appropri- 
ations has been continued. 


This method practically places each department on a 
separate and independent basis and makes the various 
boards of officers responsible directly to the town for the 
manner in which the affairs of their several departments are 
conducted. 


TOWN PARK. 


The town appropriated one hundred dollars for the im- 
provement of the town park, and this amount was disbursed 
under the direction of the park committee. 


The large number, who during the past summer have 
availed themselves of the many advantages this park affords 
to those in search of pleasure or recreation, testify as to the 
wisdom of the appropriation. 


We would recommend that a small amount of money be 
expended annually under the supervision of the committee 
for the care and improvement of the park. | 
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COMMON. 


The town appropriated for the common $100. We ' 
found that to put it in a satisfactory condition would entail 
an expense greatly in excess of the sum we had at our dis- 
posal, and did not feel justified under the circumstances in 
exceeding the appropriation. We have erected seats and 
added a number of loads of loam, but it is still in a very 
poor state and should be improved at once, being, as it is, 
one of the most prominent objects in the town, and one 
which all our citizens are interested in having appear to the 
best possible advantage. To put the common in complete 
repair would necessitate the renovation of the fence and the 
addition to the surface of several hundred loads of loam and 


gravel. To do this we have estimated it would require the 
sum of $500, which amount we would earnestly recommend 
be granted. 


LL Renuey Deel Cs Eis 


During the past year the Selectmen have added five gas 
lights to the public streets. These were located as follows : 
Two on South Main street, one on West Central street, near 
Maple street, one at the corner of Spring and Summer 
streets and the other at the corner of Spring and Willow 
streets. The erection of these cost $100.35 or $20.07 each, 
and the cost of maintaining the fifteen lights, with which 
our streets are lighted, was $395.41, or an average of $26.36 
each. 


We would recommend that the town appropriate for 
lighting streets for the coming year $600, This amount 
will enable the Selectmen to establish several additional 
lights in addition to properly .maintaining the number we 
now have. 
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MISCELLANEOUS. 


_ We regret that this account has been overdrawn, but 
the many unforeseen expenses that arise each year, make 
it impossible to estimate with any degree of accuracy, what 
would be a sufficient appropriation to enable the Selectmen 
to discharge all claims against the town without incurring 
an overdraw ; claims that the Selectmen are not responsible 
for the contraction of, but which the town is obliged to pay. 
To this account is charged $287.50 that was paid by order 
of the Board of Health for vaccination, as provided by sec- 
tion 51 to 55, chapter 80 of the Public Statutes. 

There is also charged $150, which was expended on the 
drainage account; part of it being for four years’ services 
of one member of the drainage committee. The matter of 
drainage being in charge of a committee appointed by the 
town, the Selectmen do not feel it necessary for them to 
make any report on the same. 

There has also been paid out $151.01 for furniture for 
armory of Company G. 

When the sad tidings from Mt. McGregor of the death 
of Gen. Grant were received in Natick, we called a meeting 
of the citizens to see what action they would take on the 
same. At this meeting a committee was appointed to make > 
arrangements for memorial services to be held on the day 
of the funeral. 3 

It was fitting that the home of our late distinguished 
fellow citizen, Hon. Henry Wilson, who had the honor of 
being associated with the hero who had preserved the Union 
of States and the integrity of our country, and who was 
afterwards chosen by the people to the highest office in 
their gift, should join with the other cities and towns 
throughout the nation in paying proper respect to the 
memory of the ex-President. 

The committee decided to take cognizance of the sad 
event by having Col. Albert H. Clark deliver an eulogy on 
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the distinguished services rendered the nation by the dead 
soldier and statesman, and by having the town hall appro- 
priately decorated. 

| The total expense incurred by this observance was. 
$231.35, which is charged to the Miscellaneous account. 

The foregoing are some of the larger amounts, and we 
invite your attention to the detailed account on page 37, 
which will show the numerous items that are placed to Mis- 
cellaneous. 


SOLDIERS’ AIDBFUND AND MILITARY Aire 


The appropriation made by the town for rendering as- 
sistance to poor and indigent soldiers and their families, and 
for paying Military Aid under chapter 252 of the General 
Statutes, now embodied in Chapter 30 of the Public Statutes. 
was $1200. We have paid out for Military aid $1186. Of 
this amount the state refunds one-half. making the net 
amount paid by the town $593. We have aided poor sol- 
diers and their families, under Soldiers’ Aid Fu..d to the 
amount of $443.89, making the total paid by the town under 
this account, $1036.89, which leaves‘a balance over the ex- 
penditures of $163.11. 

The Sectmen and citizens, and es uesinlly the recipients, 
are under many obligations to the members of Post 63, G. A. 
R., and the Ladies Relief Corps for the valuable and timely 
assistance rendered by them in the disbursement of the ap- 
propriation. 


POLICE: 


Early in the year the police officers. adopted at their 
Own expense, a uniform which is worn by all the members 
of the force, and for this evident desire on the part of the 
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65 
police department to increase its efficiency it has been the 
recipient of many favorable comments from the citizens gen- 
erally, and from strangers visiting Natick. 

At the centre, Chief John H. Gilson and Mr. Lewis A. 
Drake, night watchmen, have retained their respective po- 
sitions, and as ever, merit our earnest commendation by the 
conscientious manner in which they have discharged the 
duties pertaining to their offices. , 

At South Natick, at the beginning of the year Mr. 
Richard Kennedy, the night watchman, resigned and was 
succeeded by Mr. Timothy J. Sheehan, who has given un- 
divided satisfaction. 

January Ist, the Selectmen decided to dispense with 
the services of the officers, who during the year had been 
employed as Sunday police, and at the same time Mr. John 
Flynn who was on duty part of the night and on Sundays, 
tendered his resignation, which was accepted. 

We would recommend for the police department for the 
coming year, that $2500 be granted the same as this year. 


LICENSES. 


The town at the annual meeting, answering the ques- 
tion “Shall licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in this town?” voted “ Yes,”’ and in obedience there- 
to, the Selectmen issued the same. 

We granted twenty-eight licenses of the first class at $125 
each, one each of the second and third classes at $75, seven 
licenses of the fourth class to druggists at $50 each, four 
wholesale licenses of the fourth class at #100 each, and also 
eight licenses of the fourth class to the same licensees, who 
took one of the first class at $50 each, making forty-nine 
licenses in all, granted to forty-one different parties. . 

The whole amount received for licenses was $4,800, an 
increase of $200 over last year. Of this amount the state 
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receives one-fourth, or $1,200, and the remainder, $3,600. ac- 
crues to the town and is debited to the Poor account in ac- 
cordance with the vote of the town. 

A short time after the discontinuance of the employ- 
ment of the Sunday police, a petition was presented to the 
Selectmen stating that “the law relating to the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors, was in this town, toa great extent, vio- 
lated,” and urgently requesting that the law be promptly en- 
forced, and a hearing was granted on the same. 


The appearance for petitioners did not ,claim that the 
law was not as well and as honestly enforced as it ever had 
been in Natick. Neither did he claim that there had not 
been less drunkenness, and fewer disturbances on our 
streets than in any year when the town voted “No,” and _li- 
censes were not granted. 


The chief grievances which the petitioners had, were, 
he represented, as follows : 


First.—That liquors were permitted to be sold over the 
bar, and sold by common victualers to other persons than 
their guests. | 

Second.—That screens were maintained contrary to law. 

Third.—That liquors were sold on Sundays. 


To these allegations we answered as follows : 


First.—This we admitted to be in part true, and further 
stated that we had no inclination to compel saloon keepers 
to remove their bars, believing that if every person who 
visited a saloon was allowed to go up to the bar and obtain 
what refreshment they desired there, that they would be 
far more liable to leave the premises immediately thereafter, 
than if compelled to sit down at a table and partake of food. 
By this latter method, the person who entered the saloon 
with the intention of procuring a single glass of liquor 
would, while at the table, be likely to meet an acquaintance 
and remain there conversing and drinking, probably for 
several hours. 
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Second.—This complaint referred to the screen law. 


We asked for a list of places where the view to the 
licensed premises was obstructed. The gentleman appear- 
ing for petitioners could only cite two or three instances, 
and one of these was where “the glassin the door was stained.”’ 


. The fact that the door in question was not located where 

it would interfere with a view of the bar, or of the inside of 
the room did not appear to have any efficacy. If, under the 
‘previous complaint, we had caused the bars to be removed 
it would have offered an excellent opportunity to the li- 
censee to render nugatory all the provisions of the screen 
law by simply placing his tables in such a position that it 
would be impossible for one outside the saloon to see those 
occupying the tables, and this without placing impediments 
of any kind in the windows, or stained glass in the door. 


Third.—This accusation we considered a serious matter. 
We had employed four police officers (two of whom were 
strong anti-license men,) who had been instructed that the 
enforcement of the law prohibiting the sale of intoxicating 
liquors on the Sabbath was their paramount duty , and that 
for this service they were primarily appointed; yet these 
officers, after being on duty nearly the entire year, had not 
succeeded in bringing but two cases before the court, one 
of which was placed on file, and the other was continued to 
a higher court, where it is still pending. 


The representative of the petitioners, however, thinking 
that there were violations of the law, and believing more- 
over, that he could successfully prohibit any illegal selling, 
desired an appointment as special police officer, which we 
issued and also appointed him Sunday police. 

We further stated that it was our earnest appetence 
that selling on Sundays, selling to minors, or to habitual 
drunkards, or to persons receiving aid from the town, might 
be prohibited ; at the same time calling his attention to the 
fact that the selling of intoxicating hquors was a business 
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authorized by law, and that when the person so engaged had 
a license, it guaranteed to him certain rights which all were 
bound to respect. 

The question of whether licenses should be granted at 
all, or not, we did not debate; the woters alone having 
jurisdiction in the premises. 

The result of the efforts of the officer who was appointed 
may be summarized by saying, that, up to the time of making 
this report, he has succeeded in bringing two cases before 
the local court. The defendant in one of these was dis- 
charged, no violation of license being proven, although the 
complainant was the officer himself. The second case is still 
pending. 


SOUTH STREET. 


We have placed an article in the warrant to see if the 
town will appropriate $500 for widening and repairing South 
street. 

The County Commissioners were petitioned by C. F. 
Southwick and others to have this highway widened and put 
in proper condition, and several hearings were held on the 
matter. At the hearings that were given, the Selectmen ap- 
peared with counsel and witnesses and made every possible 
endeavor to have the petition dismissed, but all our efforts. 
were futile however, and an order was issued by the County 
Commissioners directing that the highway be widened, 
straightened and re-located. 

If this order is complied with, it will necessitate an out- - 
lay of between $2500 and $3000, and as this road is one that 
is but very little used, it is to be hoped that some measure 
may be devised by which it can be put in suitable condition 
and the demands of the County Commissioners satisfied, 
without entailing such a heavy expense to the tax-payers, and 
we think that, if $500 is granted, this can be done. But if 
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no action is taken by the town towards having the necessary 
repairs made, the County ‘Commissioners will compel the 
work to be carried out in accordance with the provisions of 
the original order. 

We therefore urgently recommend that the amount 
above mentioned be appropriated. 


GONCEGSTON: : 


For information regarding the Support of Poor, Fire 
Department, Morse Institute, Schools and Roads, Bridges 
and Sidewalks, we refer to the reports of the respective 
departments. . 

In concluding our report as Selectmen, we take pleasure 
in calling the attention of the citizens and tax-payers to the 
financial condition of the town at the time of closing our 
accounts on March 1, 1886. It will be seen that many 
outlays were necessitated during the year, which at the 
town meeting, when the appropriations were being made, it 
was impossible to anticipate. 

We have, however, the gratification of reporting that 
during the year the debt of the town, exclusive of water 
bonds, has been reduced $6,165.81. Of this amount, $4,000 
was decreased by an appropriation made for that purpose, 
leaving the net amount of reduction in the debt, without 
appropriation, $2,165.81, as will be seen by reference to’ 
page. 

All of which we most respectfully submit for your 
approval.

The Road Commissioners submit this their annual report to 
‘the citizens of the town : 

The roads were divided same as last year with the exception that 
Mr. Mead has charge of Cottage street, from Walcott street to 
Woodland stieet, and Woodland street, from Cottage street to 
his house, which streets formerly belonged to Mr. Fair’s district, 
and Mr. Fair taking Union street, from land of J. Byrne, in ex- 
change. 

The moneys appropriated for highways were divided as fol- 
lows:

ered drain on the land of William Mortimore, which is not over 
one-third the size of the culvert on the road, therefore, we con-

The committee, while submitting their report, would 
beg leave to call attention to the imperfect methods hereto- 
fore pursued of keeping such part of the town’s financial 
records as it has been their duty to refer to in the course of 
their investigation. The town, it appears, has only a part 
ownership in those records ; the most important ones being 
the private property of the officials and therefore inaccessi- 
ble, except by their courtesy to any auditor or town com- 
mittee. We think it a matter of importance that. all 
books . containing any portion of the town’s. records 
should be owned by the town, and be accessible at all 
times to its proper officers and committees, and this is 
especially the case with books of account. The com- 
mittee would therefore venture to recommend that the Se- 
lectmen be instructed to procure and furnish to the Treas- 
urer and Tax Collector suitable books in which their ac- 
counts shall be required to be fully and systematically kept ; 
said books to remain the, town’s property, subject to the 
Selectmen’s control, and returnable to their custody when 
the accounts are completed. When this is done the finances 
can be readily audited at any time, and much confusion and 
perplexity to which an auditor is now liable, be avoided. 

We would further say, however, in jnstice to both our 
Treasurer and late Collector, that they were quite ready and 
willing to give us all the facilities that were requested of 
them for examining and comparing their respective accounts. 
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Mr. Gleason assures us that his books when‘completed shall 
be turned over to the town officers. 

The committee would further recommend that the 
Board of Assessors be instructed to credit the amount il- 


legally assessed on shoe machinery to the late Collector, 


and that all taxes which in their opinion it is inexpedient to 
collect, be abated, so that the Collector may be able to close 
his accounts.

REPORT OF BOARD HEALTH. 


The Board of Health of the town of .Natick would 
respectfully report, that during the past year there have been 
a large number of nuisances complained of, and abated. 

There have been no serious or fatal epidemics during the 
year. 

A petition was received by the board last summer com- 
plaining of the unsanitary condition of the filtering basins at 
the foot of Pegan brook. Upon inspection, though it was 
conceded that the basins were in an extremely filthy and 
dangerous condition, it was not deemed advisable to enter 
suit against the city of Boston, on account of the large bill 
of expense, which it would necessarily entail, preferring 
rather to enter into correspondence with the new Water 
Board, which has resulted indirectly, in having Basin No. 1, 
placed in a better sanitary condition than has existed for 
years,—with the prospect of the other basins being meee ae! 
treated, should the occasion demand. 

By the action of the Water Board, the north arm of 
’ Pegan brook has been placed in a very good sanitary condi- 
tion and further complaint from that quarter is not expected, 

It is recommended that the sum of two hundred dollars 
($200) be placed under the control of the board for use in 
an emergency, that sum or any part of it, to be accounted 
for in the usual manner.

The Warden reports 1,240 tramps, who have been lodged and 
provided with supper and breakfast. We estimate the cost of this 
class at $350. Deducting this amount from the net cost, we have, 
as the cost for the inmates for board, clothes, medicine and medi- 
cal attendance, including sslary of Warden and board for himself 
and family, $2,160.43. 

Although a large majority of the inmates have required the 
services of a physician during a large portion of the year, yet 
there has been but one death at the farm since our last report, 
that of A. P. Black, who died February 24. 

We are pleased to be able to say that the house has been well 
kept and the inmates well cared for. 

The amount of stock at the farm has been reduced considerably 
the past year, which accounts mainly for the difference between 
the appraisal of last year and this. We had last year four cows, 
one bull and three calves, and about $150 worth of swine, which 
do not enter into our appraisal this year; also wood and lumber, 
valued at about $275. We also made a reduction in the appraised 
value of the furniture, beds and bedding in the inmates’ depart- 
ment at the house of about $150.

Like most manufacturing towns we have a large floating popu- 
lation. The settlement of this class is a matter of great import- 
ance to the town. A settlement gained by one family may bea 
great expense to the town for many years to come. The uncol- 
lected taxes of this class should be readily abated, and all lawful 
measures consistent with humanity, be adopted to prevent the ac- 
quisition of a pauper settlement by them. ‘The books of the Tax 
Collector should be overhauled and a history recorded of every 
person belonging to our floating population. If some one on the 
Board of Overseers could be employed the whole time in this 
work, and other matters pertaining to the poor department, giv- 
ing honest, faithful attention to the work, we have no doubt the 
expenses of the department could be reduced enough to pay 
double what his salary would cost. 
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We were instructed at the last annual meeting to employ suck 
of the poor as could not obtain employment, but we have had no 
means at our command to carry out those instructions. More 
than half of the recipients are women, among whom there are ~ 
twenty-four widows. Some of these are quite well and able to: 
work, others are feeble and aged. Except in the line of house- 
cleaning and washing, by way of which several of our poor women 
earn a partial support, there is but little work to be had for 
women, and for that little prices are paid which would hardly 
keep body and soul together. For the men who are able to work, 
it seems as if some arrangement might be made with those who 
have charge of public work to employ them. 

The cost of supporting the insane steadily increases. We paid. 
last year, for this class, $1,699.88. This year it has reached, as 
will be seen, the sum of $2,020.40, an increase of $320.52. We 
expect, however, that a portion of this sum will be refunded to: 
the Town by relatives of parties supported. 

As usual, we bespeak the thanks of the citizens to the various 
charitable associations, particularly Post 63, G. A. R., and the 
Ladies Relief Corps, by whose timely aid, wisely bestowed, many 
poor families have been assisted—many a home made happier. 

In regard to Sarah A. Coolidge, at the Worcester Hospital for 
the Insane, for whose support the Town has been partially repaid 
yearly, we are glad to report that in the future she will not be an 
expense to the T'own, as sufficient property has been willed to her 
by a deceased relative to support her in the future.

NEW PUMP. 


According to the recommendations of the Superintendent of 
last year, the Commissioners have looked up the matter of in- 
creasing our pumping facilities, and recommended the town to put 
in another boiler and pump of the same capacity as the one now 
in use, so that, in the case of any accident, the town will be safe 
in its water supply. 

Through the recommendations of the Water Commissioners the 
town voted to put in a new pump of the capacity of 1,500,000 
gallons every twenty-four hours. The Commissioners got esti- 
mates for the same, of the Worthington Manufacturing Co., the 
Blake Manufacturing Co., and the Dean Manufacturing Co.,—the 
Worthington Manufacturing Co. at $8,000, the Dean Manufac- 
turing Co. at $8,300, and the Blake Manufacturing Co. at $7,047, 
—and your Commissioners voted to give the contract to the Blake 
Manufacturing Co., and signed the contraet accordingly. 
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According to the test, which was left to Mr. Gale (an expert), 
the pump has done more than its duty,—that is, it pumped more 
than the contract called for. 

The amount appropriated by the town for pump, boiler and 
alterations of Pumping Station, and amount expended to date, 
will be found in Town Treasurer’s report. 


PURITY OF WATER SUPPLY. 


The Commissioners have put an article in the warrant to see 
what the town will do about the purity of the water, and how 
much money they will grant for the same, and the Commissioners 
will present plans at the annual town meeting, to accomplish that 
purpose. 


HIGHNESS OF THE WATER. 


The highness of the water at the pump station has compelled 
the Commissioners to put in a new conduit under Pond street to 
prevent damage by overflow at the pumping station, the cost 
being about $100.

SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT. 


‘To the Water Commissioners of Natick: 


GENTLEMEN :—The twelfth annual report of this department for 
the year ending February 28, 1886, is herewith respectfully pre- 
sented. } | 


PUMPING STATION. 


There has becn more than the ordinary attraction at this point 
last season, caused by the purchase of a new pump and boiler, 
which necessitated the removal of the old boiler, and resetting 
beside the new one in the old coal house. This change made a _ 
new coal house requisite, which is built so that coal can be dumped 
in from the top. The old boiler was thoroughly examined, and 
pronounced in good condition. ‘The new pump is now in running 
order, and has veen partly accepted by the Water Board. Now 
that the new pump can do the work, the old one should be thor- 
oughly overhauled, and when this is done, the town may be satis- 
fied that it has abundant pumping capacity for the next ten years, 
and it is to be hoped that the pumping station will be finished 
inside and out, so that it can be called a pumping station, and an 
ornament as well as a necessity. 


MAIN PIPES, GATES AND HYDRANTS. 


The repairs on the above have been very light this past year, as 
the Report. will show. Four hydrants have been changed in the 
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centre for larger and improved patterns, the old ones being placed 
on the outskirts, where they will answer all purposes. There has 
been 9,056 feet.of 6-inch pipe, and 2,331 feet of 4-inch, also 336 
feet of 2-inch on the following streets: So. Main, Rockland, 
Pleasant, Chestnut, Bacon, East Central and Eliot, and eight 
hydrants set on the above streets. 


SERVICE PIPE. 


There were 76 applications for service pipe this last year, which 
were all laid, and are all now in use, with the exception of two. 
This makes the number of service pipes at present 1,061, which | 
supply 1230 families, or about 5,650 persons, 290 horses, 66. 
cows, 50 boilers. 


RESERYOIR. 


This has not been attended to this year, as it could not be 
cleaned without great risk to the Pumping Station, and I still be- 
lieve what I have said before in my reports, that it would be good 
policy to build a small reservoir beside the one we have, so that 
we could repair the one we now have without being obliged to 
pump direct.

PURITY OF WATFR. 


There have been numerous complaints during the last three 
months about the taste of the water, and, as we cannot tell with 
any certainty what it is caused by, would advise a thorough in- 
vestigation, and a remedy, if possible, regardless of cost.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The following annual report of the Natick Fire Department 
for the year ending February 1, 1886, we respectfully submit. 

It will be noticed by this report that the losses by fire have 
been very light during the past year, there being only thirteen 
alarms in that time, (one of these for assistance in So. Framing- 
ham) eleven fires in the town of Natick, and one false alarm. 
The losses paid by the insurance companies only amounted to 
$3,165, but the amount of losses, where there was no insurance was 
more this last year than for a long period before. ‘The above is 
no reason why we should not be prepared for emergencies, and 
we would recommend what we did last year, viz: that the town 
purchase three or five horses more, which would assist the fire de- 
partment and also be of great service to the road department. 

Again we advise removing the lock-up to the basement of 
the engine house, and make a stable of the present one if the 
additional horses are purchased, as the horses now used for the 
steamer should be used for the truck and kept in the house three 
days in the week, which the town can well afford to do, as they 
have done good service for the last twelve years, and can be ad- 
vantageously used for the next five years if not overworked, for 
it must be remembered that the united ages of these two horses 
amounts to thirty-nine years. 

We call your attention once more to the necessity for some 
fire alarm system, which at present consists of three telephones, 
which are generally out of order, and cannot be depended upon, 
as the line is used for other purposes, and there is no certainty 
of 4 communication being received. 
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The system that we would recommend would not cost more 
than $3,000. The following is a list of the bills paid during the 
past year. We have kept within our appropriation, and have 

enough to buy what hose is needed at the present time:

As the town at the annual meeting failed to give 
further instructions to its Auditor, I have performed the 
duties in the same manner as last year, examined the books’ 
or reports of officials and the vouchers for money expended. 
The manner in which some of the town accounts are kept, 
does not reflect credit to the officials having them in charge, 
nor to the town which allows such things to exist. 

The committee chosen to investigate the former Col- 
lector’s report, as suggested in my last report, have made a 
report, and we call especial attention to their suggestions 
concerning the town’s accounts. Only through the courtesy 
of officials is the Auditor allowed to examine their books, 
and in some cases has been refused. We renew our 
suggestion of last year, that it would be much better for all 
departments ifthe bills were audited before payment, instead 
of afterwards, as it would avoid much trouble in making the 
corrections.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


ee ee en ony 


The School Committee present the following report for 
the year 1885-6: 


All the schools have been in session thirty-six weeks. 
during the year, and the two Grammar schools will 
complete thirty-eight weeks before closing. The High 
school at the close of the present term will have been in ses- 
sion forty weeks, as usual. 


The schools have had generally a prosperous year.. 
There have been few interruptions from sickness, save such: 
absences as were incident to the extensive vaccination 
among the pupils in the fall term. These were in most. 
cases brief. The attendance has been generally full and. 
regular. In the Primaries, as always, the attendance fell 
off during the winter term, but to a less degree than has. 
been usual in preceding years. The amount of truancy has 
been small, although there are some whom only eternal vig- 
ilance and Truant Officer Beals can keep in their places. 
There have been very few cases of discipline in which the 
committee have been called upon to interfere, and good or- 
der and good feeling have very largely prevailed. This has. 
been gratifying to the committee, and is worthy of notice as 
indicating that the pupils are interested in their school work. 
Keep a boy interested in his studies and he will mani- 
fest little disposition to engage in those mischievous 
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pranks of which, when idle, his mind is so astonishingly fer- 
tile. To interest children is the surest, easiest and pleasant- 
est way to govern them. 


REPAIRS: } 


Three of the buildings have been re- -painted during the 
year, namely: The High school, the Cochituate street and 
the North school. All three were treated to two good 
coats of paint, by which their appearance has been greatly 
improved. The latter two were also repaired in other re- 
spects as to the roofs, and to some extent re-clapboarded where 
needed and put in good condition for some years. The 
black-boards at Southville and West Part have been re- 
slated. Good black-boards in a school room are almost as 
essential as good text books. That teacher who has not 
learned the secret of properly utilizing the black-board fails 
to command one of the most important auxiliaries of suc- 
cessful teaching. 

At Felchville the two old chimneys have been taken 
down and a single new chimney built in the centre of the 
building. This action had come to be a necessity. The 
old chimneys had careened to the east to such an extent 
that they were in danger of falling down in any high wind. 
They certainly could not have withstood the severe wind we 
have recently experienced. In addition to this they had 
long refused to draw properly; and when the wind was east- 
erly the rooms were constantly filled with gas to the great 
discomfort of the occupants ‘and injury to their health. 
Since the new chimney was built these troubles have entire- 
ly ceased. 

-A new out-house has been built at Pond street. This 
improvement had long been needed and on grounds both of 
health and decency we felt it could no longer be delayed. 
The old building, never suitable, was past repairing, and’ the 
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only thing to do was to replace it. This was done, and a 
substantial and convenient building erected, and the ground 
somewhat improved by filling with gravel. 

The halls in the centre building have also been re- 
painted, adding greatly to their appearance and making them 
bright and cheerful—a quality most desirable in all school sur- 
roundings for the effect it exercises on the temper and 
‘spirits of both pupils and teachers. 

Numerous other small repairs, incidental to keeping the 
different buildings in proper condition, have been made, not 
needing a detailed statement. 


OAK GROVE. 


At the last annual town meeting, an appropriation of 
four hundred and fifty dollars was made to finish off the 
unoccupied room in this building. We then anticipated 
being obliged to establish a new school there at the opening 
of the fall term. When the time came, however, we found 
that by distributing some of the pupils in other schools 
where they could be accommodated, we could get along for 
the present, and avoid the expense of another school, and 
we did so. But the room will be needed the coming fall, so 
that nothing has been lost by putting the room in prepara- 
tion. 


PHYSIOLOGY AND HYGIENE. 


The law passed by the last legislature requiring in- 
‘struction in Physiology and Hygiene, including special in- 
struction in the effect of alcoholic drinks, stimulants and 
narcotics on the human system to be given in all public 
schools, went into effect on the first day of August last, but 
it has not yet been put into operation in our schools, for the 
following reasons : 
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In the upper grades the pupils have already as many 
studies as they can well deal with at one time. To load 
them with still another branch, did not seem a wise course ; 
nor was there any one of the present branches that should 
be wholly dropped. We therefore decided to defer intro- 
ducing this new study till the beginning of the coming 
summer term. Geography will then give place for one 
term, and the study of Physiology be taken up in its place. 
Geography will then receive less attention by one term in 
the year than heretofore ; but it seems to us this subject can 
better bear the limitation than any of the others. That the 
lessons in arithmetic or language should cease is not to be 
fora moment thought of. As for history, the other regular 
study, the question is not so clear. We may, hereafter, 
after watching the effect of the present plan, decide to 
divide the loss of time between geography and _ history. 
What we want is the way to secure the best results. Of 
the importance of this new study, we make no question; but 
there is danger in trying to get too many things at once, 
that less instead of more will be obtained. It may be found 
advisable to give less even than a whole term to Physiology,, 
as it will of necessity extend over several classes. We are 
satisfied in theory, at least, that better results will: be 
obtained by the plan we propose, than by crowding the 
present course. This will explain why no action has yet. 
been taken in the matter. 

In the lower grades, there is great difficulty in deciding 
how to proceed so as to carry out the spirit of the law with 
much hpoe of success. What seems to be needed is a series. 
of graded books, in which the subject should be treated in 
a simple and familiar style, omitting all (or at least all the 
more difficult) technical terms, and interspersed with illus- 
trative stories and anecdotes. Such a series of books could. 
be used for supplementary reading, and the children would 
thus obtain a large amount of useful and practical knowledge 
without knowing it; and that we suggest is the way young 
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children should always be taught. Children delight in free 
activity of both body and mind, and they are as eager to 
learn as to play. Kestraint they abhor, if it is imposed 
upon them; but they can easily be induced to put it upon 
themselves by any one who has the tact and skill to secure 
their attention. Go into the noisest group of children, in 
school or out, and propose to tell them a story, and lo! what 
a sudden silence! What fixed attention! What eager 
faces! The same thing will happen if any new subject that 
they can understand is brought before them. This trait 
should be kept steadily in view in the preparation of such 
books. There are none such in the market at present, but 
if the law remains they will doubtless come in time. In tho 
meantime some course must be adopted. We have sought 
for information in various directions and are still seeking. 
Some beginning we shall make next term, experimentally ; 
but just what form the experiment will take we are not fully 
decided.

Sixty-five applicants for admission to this school were 
examined, all of whom passed, and fifty-seven of whom en- 
tered at the opening of the fall term. It was a well pre- 
pared class. The school is getting crowded and even 
with four teachers it is not possible to afford the 
pupils such full attention as their best interests de- 
fee < Phe: large ‘number ‘oft iclassese renders iit ¢nec- 
essary to shorten the periods of recitation so much that 
in some of the studies sufficient time can not be allowed for 
the proper consideration of subjects. In most of the studies 
of the High school a hurried recitation is an evil. The only 
remedy is shorter lessons; but this prevents advancement. 
The teachers meet the situation the best they can, though 
they feel seriously hampered by the lack of time. The 
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classes are, for the most part, doing well, and the school 
will repay any one for a visit. 3 

In conclusion we can say that while in some cases the 
skill of the teachers, for after all that is the whole story, 
does not, by far, come up to our desires, still the schools as 
a rule are doing good work, and the pupils are making good 
advancement in their studies, and in fitting themselves for 
the active duties of life.

From Hon. J. W. Candler has been received vols. 9 and 
10 of the Tenth Census with accompanying maps. 


To Hon, Theodore Lyman, our late representative in 
Congress, we are indebted for twenty-seven volumes, which 
include the Congressional Record of the forty-eighth Con- 
gress, second session, in three volumes and index, also for 
eight pamphlets. On Mr. Lyman’s recommendation, we re- 
ceived regularly each week for the year past, the Official 
Gazette of the United: States Patent Office) iiigueues 
cessor, Hon. F. D. Ely, has notified us that this library is 
included in his list for the coming year. 


The donations before alluded to are chiefly public docu- 
ments. Of these, six are Massachusetts State documents. 
The set of the Congressional G/ode and Record has re- 
ceived an important addition. In response to an inquiry 
from the Secretary of the Interior; 128 duplicate scone 
gressional G/odes were returned to the Department, and we 
have received in exchange the first 14 volumes, and volumes 23 
and 30, sixteen in all. These containing some of the earliest 
printed accounts of the doings of Congress published in 
book form, are now very difficult to obtain and therefore 
especially valuable. This library is very fortunate in pos- 
sessing a set complete, save one volume. The twenty- 
seventh Congress, second session, numbered g in the 


schedule, is the only one lacking, and this vacancy may yet 
be filled. 


Seventy-six volumes have been rebound at an expenditure 
of $13.63. For new. books, periodicals, bindingand_ re- 
binding $451.15. This includes $12.81 for purchases with 
fine money. ts | 
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Ninety volumes have been transferred from the reference 
library to the circulating department. 

Out of 368 books received during the year, 264 were “put 
in circulation, (eight filled vacancies left by as many worn 
out and discarded) 15 were added to the reference library, f 
purchased for the librarian’s reference, and 80 were placed in: 
the department of public documents.

CIRCULATION. 
The library has been open, forthe delivery of books, 186 
days; (four afternoons and two;evenings as usual) and 
closed six, viz: Washington’s Birthday, Fast Day, Memo- 
rial Day, June Seventeenth, July: Fourth and Thanksgiving 
and Christmas. It was also, closéd iduring the month of 
August for the annual examination,. On Wednesday and 
Saturday evenings during July.and August the numbers de- 
creased so far, that the librarian was .dtrected to close the 
building at eight o’clock. he hea 
The whole number of books loaned for the year was: 25,179. 
The highest number loaned in one day, 423.; lowest, 25 ; high- 
est in one week, 755 ; lowest, 210 ; the average per library day 
nearly 136; weekly average for forty-eight weeks about 526,

Certificates were granted during the year to the number 
of 252. This increases the whole number issued since the 
library first opened,to 5344 ; whole number of cards renewed, 
250; 484 surrendered by persons who have left town, 502 
left temporarily for safe keeping; held for fines, 449; re- 
turned by reason of death, 75. These figures reduce the 
mumberin actual use to 3834. 

Early in the year it was decided to discontinue the cover- 
ing of the books as far as their color and style of binding 
allowed. It is estimated that the number of wrappers used 
has been reduced fully one third. The experiment has been 
well tested, showing satisfactory results, the books being re- 
turned in the majority of cases in good order. Ina few 
instances, it has been necessary to warn careless readers that 
unless reform was manifested very soon, their cards would. 
be forfeited, at least, for a time. 
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Care has been taken in selecting the books of the late 
purchases to give the preference to volumes in dark colors 
over the same works in lighter ones. Volumes rebound 
have been put into dark, serviceable bindings in order to re- 
sist as far as possible the wear and tear of rough usage. 
This gives the shelves a sombre look, but economy and 
durability are the chief considerations. 


exoH AND INCIDENTAL EXPENSES. 


The amount received on 709 finable books, $80.18; for 
damaged books (including one mutilated and half the net 
price charged therefor) $1.20. Miscellaneous library ex- 
penses paid by the fines, such as cleaning, expressage, 
postage, stationery, watering the street, post-office box rent, 
trifling repairs, and miscellaneous items, including four 
volumes and five numbers of magazines, $76.15. 


C&EVLOG UES: 


The proceeds of catalogues were small. This was chiefly 
for the annual supplements. But two copies of the full 
catalogue in flexible covers were sold during the year, 
previous to the recent reduction in price, and two since. 
This reduction will place them within the means of many 
who did not feel like paying the original prices of one dol- 
Jar and one dollar and a half. 

The whole amount received for catalogues and_supple- 
ments was $3.25. | 

Three copies were given away: one copy eachto the 
High school and the Grammar school of Natick, and one to 
a library out of town. Four copies in strong library bind- 
ing were taken for the delivery room. Of these, two re- 
‘placed as many so worn and defaced as to be no longer use- 


ful. The other two were added to meet an increasing want. 
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This liberal provision enabling a larger number of patrons. 
to make selections at once, while it aids rapid delivery of 
books, cannot fail to lessen the number of copies sold. The 
card catalogue.has been carried up to date; the whole num- 
ber of cards printed with the pen is not far from 1500 since 
May. 


REFERENCE LIBRARY. 


This very valuable portion of our library seems to be ap- 
preciated more and more. It is fast out-growing its present: 
accommodations, and its borders must soon be enlarged if 
it is to grow according to the demand for works which it 
does not, but should contain. This is also true in the cir- 
culating department. Even now it is often a serious ques-— 
tion where to place works of history and biography especially, 
in the spaces allotted to them.

All 
these are freely accessible, but the occurrence. of severai 
thefts and mutilations indicates that some restrictions, though 
undesirable in themselves, are necessary for the protection 
and security of the periodicals in both rooms. 


Doe DING, AND GROUNDS. 


While this subject may not properly belong in the libra- 
rian’s report, some remarks may not be out of place. In 
other places visited, the desire of their residents to adorn 
and beautify the inside of their library buildings, has had 
visible proofs in their gifts of paintings, engravings, photo- 
graphs and busts of distinguished authors, and portraits of 
prominent citizens. Very little has been done here in this 
way to make our rooms attractive, and, with one exception, 
(the-handiwork of a former library official) the works now 
hanging on our walls while interesting to students and 
lovers of history, are not things of beauty. On the contrary, 
we have been pained by the disposition plainly manifested 
by some to deface and disfigure instead. 

The grounds are becoming more and more a_ thorough- 
fare in portions where the turf should be undisturbed. 
Frequent passing has left some unsightly traces. 

The double windows onthe north, east and west sides 
have added considerably to our comfort, but we could en- 
dure without murmuring an increase of radiators in the case 
room. 
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In April last a pupil was received to learn the details of 
desk work. After the retirement of Mr. A. P. Cheney, the 
assistant, your present librarian was chosen fill to the vacancy. 
Until August, when the library was closed for its annual 
examination, the librarian, one temporary assistant, and one 
pupil assistant, and Mr. R. T. Nash, janitor and custodian 
of the lower reading room, constituted the working force. 
In September, Miss Carrie L. Morse was welcomed back 
after a well-earned rest of nearly a year. | ) 

It cannot be realized by any one not familiar with its 
duties and routine, how much labor is involved in the care 
and management of a library of this size. 

Sincere thanks are returned to the trustees for their kindly 
advice and counsel, to our resident ex-librarians, to the asso-’ 
ciates inthe work, who have so generously striven to 
lighten the responsibilities increasing each day, and to Mr. 
Nash, whose unvarying kindness and efficiency leave nothing 
to be desired.

MIDDLDESEX SS. 
To any Constable in the Town of Natick in said County: 
GREETING : 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 
you are hereby required to notify and warn the inhabitants 
of said town qualified to vote in elections and town affairs, 
to meet at Town Hall, (Clark’s Block), in said Natick, on 
Monday, the fifteenth day of March current, at seven o’clock 
in the forenoon, then and there to act on the following 
articles, to wit : 

ARTICLE I. To choose by ballot a Moderator, to pre- 
«side over said meeting. 

ARTICLE 2. To choose all necessary town officers for 
the ensuing year, including one School Committee to serve 
for three years, one Overseer of Poor to serve for three 

years, one Water Commissioner to serve for three years, 
one Road Commissioner to serve for three years, a Board of 
Health, to consist of three persons, for one year, and to 
snswer the following question by ballot: “Shall licenses 
be granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this town ?” 


ARTICLE 3. To hear and act upon the reports of the 
Town Clerk, Town Treasurer, Selectmen, Overseers of

Poor, Auditor, School Committee, Road Commissioners, 
Engineers of the Fire Department, Water Commissioners,. 
Tax Collector, Trustees of Morse Institute, and any and all 
other committees that have been raised by the town on town 
affairs, or town property, and not heretofore discharged, and 
to choose all necessary committees for the year ensuing. 
ARTICLE 4. To see how much money the town will 
grant for paying interest and existing liabilities ; for assist- 
ance and maintenance of its poor; for building and repairing 
its roads, bridges, culverts and sidewalks; for school sup- 
plies, repairing school houses, and buying and repairing 
school furniture; for the support and maintenance of its 
schools; for the maintenance of the fire department; for 
paying swatchman and police service; for support of the 
Morse Institute; for collecting and abatement of taxes ; 
for paying land damages on Curve street ; for to pay rent of 


Town Hall and office room for town officers; for lighting 


streets; for paying town officers; for paying military 
aid and assisting poor soldiers and _ their families ; 
for decorating deceased soldiers’ graves; for suppressing 
the illegal sale of intoxicating liquors; for improving the 
town’s park; for repairing the fence around the Common, 
and improving and care of same ; for incidental and necessary 
town uses.

how much. 

ARTICLE 6. To see if the town will accept the list of 
names for jurors as the same stand revised and corrected by 
the Selectmen, or make any changes therein. 


ARTICLE 7. To see what’ action the town will take 


toward watering its streets or furnishing water free of 
charge therefor the coming summer. 
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ARTICLE 8. To see how the town will have its taxes 
collected the coming year, and to choose a Collector of taxes, 
and fix the compensation for collecting. 

ARTICLE 9. To see if the town will authorize its Col- 
lector of taxes to use all means for collecting the taxes of 
1886, which are delegated to town treasurers when appointed 
to collect the taxes of a town.
